phylactic drops at birth—a CNIB 
advocated measure, Mr. Stapells 

said. 

He told how CNIB public health 
nurses initiate vision-screening pro 
jects in school areas where there 
are health units, In many class- 
rooms, nurses follow up the eye 
cases, report to the Institute and 
the CNIB provides the glasses, 
where parents cannot afford the 
fee. 

In Canada CNIB has a registry of 
48,220 prevention cases, Mr. Sta- 
pells said. Through these avenues, 
CNIB is actually building up the 
health of Canada, making school. 
toom work easier for children, pro- 
longing vision, and even saving 
from the handicap of blindness, 
cases too numerous to count. It is 
all a part of the reason why Can- 
adians who wear glasses owe CNIB 
a debt of gratitude. ;
